Captain Hopper, USHR, Addresses CIA Data Process ors 

Captain Grace Hopper, USNR, a leader in the development 
of standard computer programming languages, addressed 70 
CIA data processing personnel on Thursday, 7 July. In a 
two hour talk entitled "The Possible Future of Computers, 

Captain Hopper reviewed the early days of computing when, 
during World War II, she was the third person to program 
the Mark I, the first programmable computer. She also 
related her experiences working with the Congress on Data 
System Language (CQDSYL) to develop COBOL, a universally 
accepted business application programming language. Her 
tenacity and leadership in this area earned her the title 
of "Mother of COBOL. ” Captain Hopper compared the recent 
emergence of moderate and low priced full scale, computers 
with the introduction of mas3 produced interchangeable auto 
parts by Henry Ford. She predicted that the dawn of the 
computer revolution is just now breaking. She believes that 
the intelligent and common sense application of computers 
is the only way we will be abl^t^covie with the complexities 
of our modern civilization. STATINTL
